Student Directorate (CSD), appeared in the New Orleans Office 
of the FBI on October 10, 1968, and furnished the following 
.in. formation: b

Afternoon oi Oc lobar 9, 1968. She .furnished te^JdVess' as 
Post Office Box 1282, Louisiana State University in No* Otlears 
Iouisiana, *0122. Turner advised Bringuier that she had * 

received a letter fro* PM li p y^erac i , III , approxina talv two 
weeks ago. Geraci is presenpF In~lhe Uni tedi States r.iiitarv 
*st.,atior©d in Vietnam. Geraci advised TwHieFln^TTletter- to 
transmit a tes^ags for him to Carlos Bringuier. Geraci advised 
that, he had bdHn. contacted by HareldyWaisberc L author of tr.e 
too*w, ’•WHITEW.^,’* who has been Or DiRt^r c*. 

Attorney tees.^ar^ispn JLr his investigation of the as.saspi ra tic 
oi President John Fitzgerald Kennedy. C.e-a-.i did not advise 
Turner as to what method Weis berg had used iiv cc.-av*c.tir»g 
Geraei claimed that Weisberc indicated that he, Geraci, vcn»Jd 
be ^subpoenaed by the New Orleans Grand Jury through th^ «f to-ts 
pf Disrrict Attorney Garri son if ho 'did not state that he had 
previously been hired by Carlos Bringuier end that he, FMnguie- 
and some other Cubans had gone to a training camp f cr C,.*barc ir 
the New Orleans area. Neisberg aided that if Coraci did not 
comply with this request he vou'ld be indicted by the Orleans 
Parish Grand Jury for perjury. 

Turner further advised Bringuie/r t hit Geraci* s 
mother had been cooperating with Garrison ar 4 had made some 
type of deal with him. She did rot indicate what Kind of deal 
bad been ir*de. Turner cormentod that an agency which she did 
not identify, was building a case against Woisberg because he 
was spreading: KGB propaganda in the United States. Turner did 
not identify this agency to Bringuier.

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Turner stated that Geraci is due to arrive in New 
Orleans shortly as one of the members of his immediate family 
Je very ill. She added that she does not know what Geraci 
plans to do regarding this situation. 


Bringuler advised that he told Turner t" write Geraci 
and tell him to go ahead ard testify before tJhe Orleans Paris'h 
Grand Jury and tell the truth. Bringuler stated that he first 
met Geraci in 1963 when Geraci, who was of. high school age 
came into his store, the Casa Boca, 107 Decatur Street New 
Orleans, to inquire about what he might do to assist in any 
anti-Castro activity. Bringuler stated that he gave Geraci 
some material to read and at ono time gave hite so me bonds to 
sell from which the revenue would be used to support arfci- 
Fidel Castro activities. Bringuler stated Getraci did not 
j eeftive a corrissiop for selling these bonds hnd'vas not 
employed by Mm. Geraci discontinued the sale of bends as he 
claimed he was stopped by an officer, not identified, who 
stated he could rot sell these bonds without a permit. 

Bringuler related that he again saw Geraci on August 5, 1963, 
at the Casa Roca. Geraci was again interested in discussing 
ahti -Castro activity and was accompanied by a companion. While 
Bringuler, Geraci and his companion were talking, Lee H*.rvev 
Oswald entered the Casa Roca and showed interest in jcirvwr.g 
the CSD and in obtaining as much information as possible 
concerning this organizations activities. Bring il er 
advised that he excused himself at this time !o stake a 
deposit in the bank and left Geraci, his companion and 
Ostta Id talking. Bringuler added that he has Only seen Geraci 
•once since August 5, 1P63, and this" was at a Showing of Fiecnsm 
films in the New World Theater at 1117 Decatur Street in New 
Orleans in 1966 or 1967. 


T ho following concerning Philip Geraci, m, is 
contained in the files of the How Orleans Office of the FBI: 

Deputy Sheriff Don Borne, Juvenile Division, 
Jefferson Parish Sheriff's Office, Gretna, Louisiana, advised 
on Way 5, 1968, that Geraci, whose hone address was 2261 
Greon Acres Road, Metairie, Louisiana, in 1965, ran away 
from his residence on April 20, 1965. • Geraci i in fact," was 
under psychiatric treatment. He affiliated w.jth Cubar s who 
were anti-Fidel Castro in their political outlook. 




Philip Geraci , Jr., of the above address and the lather 
of Geraci, III, advised On May 5, 1965, that the family physician 
had placed his son on tranquilizers and ordered him to receive 
psychiatric treatment. He received this treatment at. the Tulane 
University Medical School in New Orleans. Gdraei, III, was to 
have had an appointment with his psychiatrist on April 20, 1965, 
the day he ran away from heme, and may have run away because he 
thought he might be committed for psychiatric treatment. 

On May 29, 1965, Deputy Sheriff Borne advised that 
Geraci, III, had been arrested at Jackson, Mississippi, and 
released to his parents in Metairie, Louisiana, in order that 
he bo committed privately to an insane asylum. 

On July 30, 1965, Geraci, II I* s, parents had him 
privately committed to the State Hospital at Mandevillo, 
Louisiana, ior treatment. He had been diagnbsed with 
schizophrenia reaction with obsessive compulsive features 
O and with the recommendation for further evaluation and treat-

• Geraci, III was interviewed by Bureau Agents or. 

November 29, 1963, concerning his meeting Lde Harvey Osvald 
at the Casa Rcca on August 5, 1963. information lurnisnod 
bv Geraci paralleled information regarding this incident as 
furnished by Carlos Bringuier, above. Geraci stated that he 
and his companion talked to Oswald for appi] oxiTliato ^y tea 
• ■ fifteen minutes concerning various guerilla tacti.es, firearms 

•” and other subjects. Geraci stated, during this interview, 
.that he could not recall Oswald dlscussin g Marxism, 

Communism or any other political philosophy at this tJ me. 
Geraci added that he had no further contact with Oswald 
other than that one Incident. 
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
